MAIN FEATURES 


In September 1977 the weighted average minimum 
weekly wage rate for adult males increased by 10 
cents to $146.74. The weekly rate for adult females 
remained unchanged at $136.65. 


The average wage rate for adult males in Western 
Australia increased by $1.59 a week in September, 
mainly because of increases granted to building 
workers. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES

Because of delays in the receipt of notification 
of changes in wage rates as well as retrospective changes 
to rates, figures for the latest twelve months shown are 
subject to revision. As such revisions are made they are 
published in the normal monthly tables of this 
statement. 


3; The indexes are designed to measure trends in 
wage rates in current awards, etc. excluding the effects 
of changes in the relative importance of industries, 
awards and occupations. The weighted average wage 
rates shown in these tables are therefore indexes 
expressed in money terms, and do not purport to be 
actual current averages. Similarly, neither these weighted 
average wage rates nor the corresponding index numbers 
measure the relative levels of average current wage rates 
as between States or industries.

The indexes are designed to 
measure movements in prescribed minimum rates of

5. The annual changes shown in Tables 1, 2 and 4 
measure the percentage change from the same month for 
the previous year. The percentages may fluctuate from 
month to month owing to the timing of significant 
award changes.
